THAT CASH FUND. 


A Transcript From the City Audit- 
or’s Books 

On Sunday morning last Tue Times pub- 
lished an arraignment of the present city 
government fer reckless extravagance in 
the expenditure of the public funds, which 
was backed up by the official figuresin the 
books of the city. . The Herald of Tuesday 
morning, in editorially answering the 
article in question, after a few gratuitous 
remarks about lying and prevarications on 
the part of its contemporary, proceeds to 
demonstrate that it is something of a liar 
itself,” and s to give some figures 
of its own to support its assertions. The 
TimeEs article stated that the disbursements 
for the cash fund for January amounted 
to $22,549.22. The Herald says that “asa 
matter of fact” the warrants drawn on the 
cash fund for that month only amounted to 
$16,406.95, a difference of just $6148. Tun 
Times stated that the expenditures on 
cash fund for the first week in February 
footed up $15,450.88, The He 
Says that, as a matter of fact, this 
amount was drawn from all the funds, and 
not on the cash fund alone, and that it in- 
cluded $5200 paid for the publication of the 
delinquent tax list. The Herald then goes 
on to say that, with a very much less police 
force, the warrants drawn against the cash 
fund for January a year ago amounted to 
$15,113.72, and follows it up with other 
figures in the same vein. For the benefit of 
the Herald it might be well to state that 
the police are paid out of the salary fund, 
as are all other salaries, and that they cut 
no figure on the cash fund at all, which 
fact was made very clear in R Times 
article. The records are, however, the best 
evidence, and the following exact copy 
from ledgers Nos. 2 and 3, in the City Audi- 
tor’s office, which can be verified by anv 
taxpayer who will take the interest to in- 
vestigate the matter will show that in every 
case the figures of Tuk TIMES were cor- 
rect and every assertion made by it fully 
sustained:

INDICTED FOR BUYING STOLEN 
CATTLE. 


— 


The Arraignment That a Grand Jury 
Brought Against Him and the 
Legal Technicality That Saved 
His Bacon—A Pretty. Candidate 
for Councilman, 


The Democratic candidate for Council- 
man in the Third Ward is Charles Gassen. 
Gassen is not entirely unknown to fame. 
The court records of Los Angeles county 
bear evidences of his handiwork which can 
never be effaced. Before he became a citl- 
zen of Los Angeles Gassen resided a num- 
ber of years in San Diego county, and there 
are not wanting many prominent citizens 
of that ceunty, among them some of his old- 
time partners in business, who say that if 
Gassen had his just deserts today he would 
be serving the State. N 

Gassen has been in the butcher business 
in Los Angeles almost ever since he 
settled here, and if the opinions of a grand 
jury are to be taken as acriterion he has 
not been over particular about the owner- 
ship of the cattle that he bought and 
slaughtered. 

‘The following is taken from the official 
court records:

“In the Superior Ceurt of the State of 
California, in and for the county of Los 
Angeles.

This indictment was presented and filed 
in open court September 18, 1885.

witness; that said Stephen M. White was not 
a legally constituted officer, entitled to ap- 
pear before the Grand Jury. 

This affidavit was answered in a counter 
affidavit by 22 M. White. in which he 
alleged that he had been regularly appointed 
a deputy district attorney by Geo M. 
Holton, the District Attorney, who was 
obliged to be absent at Sacramento at th 
time Gassen’s case came before the Gran 
Jury; that Holton appointed him for the 
especial purpose of examining the Gassen 
case, and that, after its conelusion, afflant 
tendered his resignation, which was ac- 


cepted. 

The Court held.that, if this appointment 
and this qualification under it were valid 
and legal, the acts performed by Stephen 
M. ite were withim tne rights given to 
the District Attorney and his deputy, and 
the Court did not consider and did not in- 
timate that there had been any intentional 
wrong done, or anything dt that sort. It 
was called upon simply to pass upon the 
legal aspect. The Court thought that this 
appointment was the appointment of a 
deputy district attorney h limited pow- 
ers, and that such an appointment was un- 
known to law. 

On this t2chnicality the motion to set 
aside the indictments was granted. 

A second indictment (No. 4451) was 
found against Gassen on the same char 
by the same Grand Jury, and this indict- 
ment was set aside on the same motion. , 

Thus it appears that Gassen never came 
to trial on the indictments. feund against 
him by the Grand Jury, of which ex-Mayor 
Workman was the foreman. Gassen 
squirmed and squirmed, and, as a last re- 
soit, his lawyer managed topick a flaw in 
the indictment and, in this technicality, he 
secured a dismissal, Sofar as the merits of 
the case go, it is simply a Scotch verdict of 
“not proven,” because the prosecution 
never had a chance to prove it. 

Francisco \ alenzuela, indicted for cattle 
stealing by the same Grand Jury that found 
the true bill against Gassen, was convicted, 
in a trial by jury, Jahuary 8, 1586, and is 
—— serving out a sentence in the State's 
prison. 

In the case of Katz. an affidavit by Dr. 
Lindley was submitted to the effect that he 
was suffering from consumption, aud could 
not survive a long confinement and, on this 
plea, he was finally dismissed. 

The case against Gassen never came to 
trial. If it had, he might be with Valen- 
zuela today.

The arguments ot counsel were concluded 
by District Attorney Denisa, who reviewed 
the preceding arguments and likened them 
to the words of Gratiano, a grain of wheat 
in two bushels of chaff.”

The Territorial Bill Passes 
Both Houses.

Both Dakotas, Montana and Wash- 
ington to Be Admitted.

WASIMNGTON. Feb. 20.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Both Senate and House to- 
day agreed to the conference report on 
the Omnibus Territorial Bill. ‘The blil as 
agreed to in the conference provides for the 
admission of the States of North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Montana and Washington. 
The Territory of Dakota is to be divided on 
the line of tbe seventh standard parallel 
produced due west to the western boundary 
of the Territory. Delegates selected to a 
constitutional convention north of this 
parallel shall assemble at Bismarck and 
those elected south of the parallel at Sioux 
Falls, Delegates to the convention in each 
of the preposed new States shall be elected 
on Tuesday after the first Monday in May 
next, and shall meet on the 4th of July and 
deciare that they adopt the constitution of 
the United States. They are authorized 
thereupon to form constitutions and State 
governments. 

It is provided that at the election for del- 
egates tothe convention in South Dakota 
the electors shall vote tor or against the 
Sioux Falls constitution. If a majority of 
the votes shall be for the constitution the 
convention shall resubmit to the people of 
South Dakota for ratification or rejection 
the constitution framed at Sioux Falis, and 
also the articles and propositions separately 
submitted, including the question of loca- 
ting the temporary seat of government, 
with such changes only as relate to the 
name and boundary of the 13 State, 
to the reappointment of judicial and legis- 
lative districts, and the expenditure of 
such amounts as may be necessary in order 
to comply with the provisions of this act; 
aud if a majority of the votes cast on 
the ratification or rejection of the constitu- 
tion shall be for the constitution irre- 
4 ive of the articles separately submitted, 

e State of South Dakota shall be admitted 
as a State in the Union under said constitu- 
tion as hereinafter provided, but the ar- 
chives, records and booksof the Territory 
of Dakota shall remain at Bismarck, the 
capital of North Dakota, until an agreement 
in reference thereto is reached by said 
States. But if, at the election for delegates 
to the constitutional convention in uth 
Dakota, a majority of all the votes cast shall 
be inst the Sioux Falls constitution, it 
Shali be the duty of the convention to form 
a constitution as if that question had not 
been submitted to the people.

DIVORCE STATISTICS. 


Commissioner Wright Furnishes 
Some startling Ficures. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Commissioner Wright of the 
Department of Labor, in a special report 
on statistics of the laws relating to mar- 
riage and divorce in the United States from 
1867 to 1886, inclusive, shows that the num- 
ber of divorces granted.in the United 
States increased from 9937 in 1867 to 25,535 
in 1886. The total for 20 years was 328,716. 
During the last five years of the period of 
20 years the States of Connecticut, Maine 
and Vermont are the only ones showing a 
decrease of divorces. Dakota shows the 
largest inérease. Of the divorces granted, 


d | 216,738, or 65 per cent. of the whole, were 


granted to wives, and 111,983 were granted 
to husbands. The cause for which the 
greatest number of divorces was granted is 
that of desertion, being 126,559, or 38 per 
cent, of the whole number. 

The Commissioner says that it is appar- 
ent that the divorces nted for drunken- 
ness—138,843—cannot any sense of the 
word represent the total number in which 
drunkenness®@r intemperance is the serious 
factor. In a few representative counties 
where the investigation was carried outside 


the alleged causes it is shown that intem- fr 


perance was the direet or indirect cause in 
over 20 per cent. of the whole number of 
divorces granted in such counties.
